Oscar Hewitt has been reclining these warm 
days in the shadow of the ciphers required to dis- 
cuss the yield from California's vineyards ‘this 
year. He writes of thousands of refrigerator cars, 
hundreds of thousands of tons of grapes, millions 
of gallons of wine. The grape harvest is to be 
more than twice what it was in the last y of 
prohibition and something like 30 per cent 
than @ year ago. He finds no reason to suppege 
that the proportion of grapes sold to eaten 
has increased meanwhile. The of the 
California grape growers, it may be stated with | 
assurance, arises directly from the fact that most 
of. their crop is shipped east where it is bought by 
householders who make wine from it. 

The quantity of grapes grown and shipped seems 
to indicate that the nation’s wine production has 
increased enormously since prohibition, though 
prohibition was supposed to reduce the consump- 
tion of all kinds of alcoholic beverages. What pro- 
hibition appears to have done, instead, is to de- 
crease the consumption of beer, which contains 
less alcohol than any other of the prohibited drinks, 
and to increase the consumption of wines and per- 
haps of liquors as well. ‘We do not believe that, 
many persons, whether friends or enemies of pro- 
hibition, anticipated this result in 1918. Friends

Note that we didn’t speak of cut- 
ting the tomatoes in squares, because 
that: is not geometrically correct, al- 
ithough we saw the statement just the 
jother day... We also see.such direc 
tions as cut bread in circles... It is 
rather difficult to cut bread in circles. 
We may cut it in rounds or-disks or 
in cookie shapes, but notin circles. 
There is'a great differénce in ground 
carrot when it is cooked and seasoned, 
and between the little new ones, 
cooked whole. Cut in these different 
ways they are almost like two different 
vegetables...
